Then there are Brussels’ sprouts, 
broad beans, brocolli, large wrinkled 
sugar peas, Chinese cabbage, chives, 
endive, egg plant, leek and Swiss 
chard. Full descriptions will be found 
in any Canadian seed catalogue. 

In regular vegetables there has 
been improvement all down the line 
with the object of getting more flav- 
or, succulence and a longer season. 
Corn is a typical example. At one 
time it was only possible to get one 
variety of Golden Bantam. Cobs 
were short and the season also. Now 
there are offered three or four differ- 
ent Bantam types, some extra early, 
some regular season, some late. Cobs 
have been lengthened, kernels made 
bigger. One can enjoy the finest table 
corn for over a month instead of but 
a week or two as in the old days. 

Special Flowers 

No matter how unusually situated, 
there are flowers to fit almost any 
garden. Some like damp soil, some 
dry, some full hot sun, others shady 
corners. Certain types do best in the 
deep rich soil while some actually ask 
the poorer sorts. Special likes and 
dislikes will be found mentioned in 
the better Canadian seed catalogues 
and if your garden is unusual in loca- 
tion it is advisable to make special 
selections. 

Certain annuals like clarkia, alys- 
sum, larkspur, pansy and _  phlox 
will actually give better results, more

This very abundance of good things 
may, however, bring difficulties; for 
many farmers are experimenting by 
growing a number of these varieties. 
Such experimenting, I suggest, from 
my own practical experience, must 
be done with the greatest of care, 
otherwise farmers may find their 
crops becoming badly mixed. 

Most wheat varieties tend naturally 
to cross with each other; whenever 
this occurs a veritable stream of hy- 
brids are thrown off, many of them 
poor in yield and poor in quality. Year 
after year these undesirable new 
strains increase, resulting eventually 
in severe money losses to the farmer. 

Different varieties of wheat grown 
on one farm, therefore, should be kept 
separate from each other by a wide 
runway, either of clean land, or by a 
drill row of oats, and even then the 
the greatest of care must be taken 
in seeding, harvesting and threshing 
so that the different varieties do not 
become mixed with each other. 

It is much better, however, I sug- 
gest, for a farmer to grow only one 
variety on a large scale, and then let 
the Institutions do the experimental 
work. —
